East Sixteenth corner between Section 4 and Section 9; A stone was set and referenced at this corner in 
1884 by M.H. Buskirk, but no evidence was found of the stone or the referenced trees. A 5/8-inch rebar 
with a plastic yellow cap was found 0.6 feet above grade. The cap was damaged and illegible. A 1/2-inch 
rebar was found South 74 degrees East, 1.15 feet. The origin of both monuments are unknown. This 
corner is shown on Graham's 2000 survey and Curry's 2008 and 2010 surveys.
